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Bush, Dukakis continue heated exchanges

. Michael Dukakis, an underdog running 
short or time, accused George Bush on Mon- 
day. of resorting to "outright lies" to avoid 
real issues. 

Bush replied that Democrats are desper- 
ate and said Dukakis is soil on crime and de- 
fense 'and that's the incscopable truth." 

* There was no' letup in a White House cam- 
paign never noted for civility. 

‘Hitler would have loved these people," 
. Democratic Rep. Richard Gephardt said of 
the Republicans as he campaigned -for 
■ Dukakis. 


With 15 days until Election Day, Bush and 
running mate Don Qv^yle were doing their 
best to protect a loadTn the national public 
opinion polls. Dukakis and ticketmatc Lloyd 
Bentsen looked for a way to catch fire — 
however belatedly. 

"Maybe with the benont of hindsight, I 
should have tried to respond cariier" to Re- 
publican attacks, Dukakis said in an appear- 
ance on the Lerry King show on Cable News 
Network. 

When asked by King whether he had a 
"good shot" of winning, Dukakis replied: "I 
think we've got a shot." 

Dukakis also said he was caught by sur- 


prise by the nuturo of presidential cam- 
paigning ai\er the Democratic National Con- 
vention, and he said the furor over the selec- 
tion of Quaylu took oway attention from his 
campaign as well. 

"I was campaigning but a lot of attention 
was devoted to the (GOP) convention, and 
^cn there was about three weeks of deafen- 
ing noise about the Quaylc seIccUon, wich 
mode it very difRculi to get through," he 
said. 

“What you find out at the convention is 
that you’re suddenly in a very different 
world," ho soid. "Who says what for 45 sec- 
onds on the 6 o'clock news makes the differ- 


ence in a particular day, and it took a while 
to understand that." 

Ho appeared to be doing his best to make 
up for lost time. 

For example, Dukakis told National Pub- 
lic Radio ia>an interview, *I agree >vith" 
Bentsen that the Republican campaign con- 
tained elements of.racism. 

And from a sparsely attended appearance 
in Los Angeles to a speech before a throng of 
10,000 in San Diego, Dukakis carried his late- 
campaign populist theme through the na- 
tion's biggest state. He said Bush would por- 
sonally receive a S22,000-a-ycar tax break 
from his proposal to cut the capitol gains 
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State needs money, manpower to guard environment

The quality of Idaho's air, land and water is 
on tho upswing compared with a decade ago, 
but th^ state needs vast increases in funds and 
manpower to maintain those environmental 
■' gains, Idaho's former chief environmental ofii- 
cial says. 

Kenneth Brooks, who left last week as direc- 
tor of the state Division of Environmental 
Quality to take a job with tho federal Environ- 
mental Protection Agency in Portland, de- 
scribed the DEQ's status as part of an inter- 
view in the sixth annual "Idaho Environmental 
Quality Pronio" report. The report solicits 
public iiy>ut by February 1989. 


"I think the state is blessed with a very high 
quality of life,'' Brooks said, "and the status of 
our environment plays an important role in 
that qualityof life. 

"But we've got problems, and rather than 
create new problems, it makes a lot more 
sense to prevent them in the first place." 

Because of DEQ's funding and manpower 
levels, the state is forced into a reactive mode 
in trying to protect Idaho's air, land and water 
instead of playing a preventive role, he said. 

The DEQ's environmental programs "have 
some severe resource constraints," he said. "In 
spite of highly qualified and talented staff, 
there arc oreas wo haven't been able to pay 
enough attention to." 


For example, the air quality monitoring 
staff has shrunk from 11 to five, while permits 
for new construction in Idaho have tripled. 

The DEQ also needs to increase its scrutiny 
of the Idaho National Engineering Laboratory, 
Brooks said. There arc very important public 
expectations for protecting public health, yet 
the resources ovoilabic are not appropriate to 
moot that need," he said; 

On safe drinking water. Brooks said federal 
laws and regulations arc requiring more test- 
ing and monitoring than in the past, but that 
the DEQ's staff is inadequate to meet those re- 
quirements. 

'The new monitoring and design require- 
ments arc going to bb difficult burdens to 


meet, especially in the rural areas," ho said. 

The National Wildlife Fcdcrotion recently 
issued a report indicating that of 2,588 public 
drinking water systems in Idaho, 924 were cit- 
ed as failing Ur complete monthly monitoring 
requirements. 

"In terms of public health, that report 
should not be alarming at all;” Brooks said. Ho 
noted that the DEQ is trying te increase test- 
ing compliance. 

Two looming environmental problems in 
Idaho are landfills and groundwater, he said. 
Landfills arc being stufi'ed with paint thinners, 
motor oils, cleaning solvents and other such 
materials that in large quantities would have 
to bo sont to a hazardous-waste dump.

Whales 
frustrate

BARROW, Alaska — Two Soviet 
icebreakers steamed toward U.S. 
waters to join the drive te save two 
stranded whales Monday, while res- 
cuers appeared te lose ground in 
their efforts te coax the imprisoned 
mammals toward freedom. 

Biologists stopped cutting new 
breathing holes through the Beaufort 
Seo ice Monday evening after the 
whales, apparently spooked by a 
shoal, headed back toward the shore- 
line whore they have been trapped 
for more than two weeks. 

With Eskimo crews providing the 
backbreaking labor, ~ biologists 
switched tactics in the frustrating ef- 
fort to get the whales through the 
shallow water. 

First, they connected a- series of 
intermittent breathing holes to form 
a single open channel some 600 yards 
long. 

Instead of pushing the ice blocks > 
back under the adjacent ice, the- Es- 
kimos used long poles to guide the 
miniature icebergs to the rear of the 
slot. 

Tho idea was te try to keep the 
whales from reversing their course 
toward the nearest open water. 

Initially the strategy worked. The 
whales would swim back and forth 
between the edge of the shoal and the 
rear of the icc-cloggcd channel. 

"They're doing what they're sup- 
posed to," said federal whale biolo- 
gist David Withrow, as the back-fill- 
ing operation forced the whales to- 
ward the shoal. 

But when the channel behind them 
was almost completely filled, the 
whales reversed course, struggling 
up through the large slabs of icc and 
thick slush. 

"It's discouraging," Withrow said 
as the whales suifaced fortfur back. 


Shipment of flu vaccine 
by makers running late

PHILADELPHIA - Production of 
the nation's supply of flu vaccine 
has .been delayed up to two months 
and supplies will be short during the 
best time to protect patients, phar- 
maceutical firms and public health 
officials said Monday. 

The compamos blame that on late 
notification from the federal Centers 
for Disease Control on what type of" 
vaccine would be needed this year. 
The CDC says the problem stems 
from the fact th at some of the virus- 
es causing this ^uaFi~flu take uiv 
usually long to cultivate for vac- 
cines. 

The largest producer of the vac- 
cines, Wyeth Laboratories Inc., of 
8t Davids in suburban Philadelphia, 
usually has shipped the bulk of ite 
nine million doses by September., 

This year, Wyeth wiU be: sending 
vaccine to physician^ through early 
to mid November, said company 
spokeswoman Audrey Ashby. Then 


it will take additional time to get 
people in for their shots. 

October and November are con- 
sidered the best times for immuniza- 
tion. 

Thc,highest risk group for the flu, 
and traditionally last on the list of ' 
those immunized, arc older people 
in living in close quarters in big-city 
nursing homes, said Paul Stehr- 
Green, an immunolo^st with the 
CentcTS-for Disease Control in At- 
lanta., 

They need their flu shots by mid- 
dle to late November, he saitLDoc:- 
tors prefer to immiuiize them last 
because their systems do not hold on 
to the antibody as long as younger 
people's, he said. 

The three companies that make 
flu vaccines — Wyeth, Parkc-Davis 
and Connaught — will produce about 
23 million doses this year. 

As of Monday, Wyeth has sent 
abut 90 percent of its planned nine 
million doses and expects te have all 
its vaccines out by mid-November.

Guatemeda, El Salvador brace for Miriam's fury 


• GUATEMALA CITY (AP) — 
Guatemala and El Salvador were un- 
der states of aleit Monday as Tropi- 
cal Storm Miriam wlurled oRshore, 
ond other Latin American countries 
devastated by the storm strug^^ed to 
aid victims. 

The government of Tapachula, a 
city in southeastern Mexico near the 
Guatemalan border, declared a state 
of emergency and school children 
were sent home eariy. 


Hurricane Joan led at least 111 
people dead in (tve countries over 
the past week and ripped across 
Nicaragua from the Atlantic coast to 
the Pocifif before it was downgraded 
to a tropical storm and renamed 
Miriam. 

Forecasters had feared the storm 
would regain strength and become a 
hurricane again as it reached the 
warm waters of the Pacific, but they 
said Monday that it was sticking too 


close to the coast to gather force. 

- The known death toll from {jie 
wccklong storm was 50 people in 
Nicaragua over the weekend, 21 in 
Costa Rica, four in Panama, 25 in 
Colombia and 11 in Venezuela. The 
storm affected all Central American 
countries except tiny Belize and left 
hundreds of thousands of people 
homeless. 

At 6 p.m. MDT Monday, Miriam's 
center was about 50 miles off the 


Pacific coast of Mexico near the Gulf 
ofTchuantcpcc, according to the Na- 
tional Hurricane Center in Coral 
Gables. Fla. 

Port-s were closed along 
Guatemala's Pacillc coast. In El Sal- 
%'ador the evacuation of people from 
low-l>ing coastal areas began Sun- 
day and continued Monday.

Idaho irrigators use outdated systems 

By The Associated Press 

Idaho irrigators not only use tremendous quantities of water but also 
employ outdated irrigation systems that allow water to evaporate quick- 
ly or leach through porous soils into groundwater. 

Feeding oR* a water supply piat is one-and-a-half times that of the Col- 
orado River, Idaho irrigators use up to 20 acre-feet per acre each year to 
grow crops such as potatoes and sugar beets in desert soils. 

TVventy acre-feet is enough water to cover an acre of cropland to the 
depth of one foot, 20 times. 

-That explains why Idaho, with a population of a miilibn people: leads 
the nation in pcr-capita water use; ranks third in t otal waUrj^ficj.a.nd. 
•ranks second in use’ofwaier'for irrigation. 

These factors and others vrill become hot topics in the coming months 
as state lawmakers, irrigation officials and others debate what mea- 
sures, if any, are needed to help Idaho cope with its drought. 

A central issue is whether the slate needs to boost conservation or de- 
velop new dams.

Idaho irrigators use outdated systems

’ Idaho irrigators not only use tremendous quantities of water but also 
employ outdated irrigation systems that allow water to evaporate quick- 
ly or leach through porous soils into groundwater. 

Feeding off a water supply that Is ono-and-o-holf times that of the Col- 
orado River, Idaho irrigators use up to 20 acre-feet per acre each year to 
grow crops euch as potatoes and sugar beets in desert soils. 

Twenty acre-feet is enough water to cover an acre of cropland to the 
depth ofone foot, 20 times. .

West European banks offer Soviets 
credit lines to modernize economy 


FRANKFURT, West Germany (AP)' 
— WestEuropcan bankers aro offer- 
ing the Soviets huge amounts of cred- 
.it to use in modernizing their con- 
sumer economy, but Jopan's relations 
with Moscow arc cool and its bankers 
arc holding back. 

State Department sources in 
Washington emphasize that the deala 
do not involve direct loans, but lines 
of credit, which become loans only as 
the available credit is used. 

They said the credit lines appear 
designed to ftnance specific traoc ar- 
rangements and cannot bo classed as 
"untied loans" — money to be spent 
however the borrower chooses. 


The Unitc.s States does not oppose 
lending at market rotes for non-stratc- 
-gic-puEpascs.but is against.goycnuncnt 
subsidies of loans, the sources said on 
condition of anonymity. 

Peter Pietsch, a finance and trade 
expert with West Germany's Cofqs 
merzbank, told The Associated Prusf 
"Credit not only from West Germany 
but from all of Weslcm Europe will 
be increasing and expanding in com- 
ing years." 

"This has to do with the Soviet 
Union's goal of opening up politically 
and economically, which also iricludcs 
an increase in trade activities," said 
Pietsch, whose institution.. i.s the 


third-largcst , private bank .'in the 
country. 

-The Soviets can only accomplish 
more activity in trade if they nave 
enough loans from Western coun- 
tries.

the Idaho Department of Water Re- 
sources has nied two minimum 
strcamflow applications. 

The two applications, one for 50 
cubic feet per second and one for an 
additional 25 cfs, were filed by 
IDWR on behalf of Idaho Parks and 


Recreation. The water vrould replace 
some of the water lost when Crystal 
Springs were tapped to supply two 
fish hatcheries. 

Crystal Springs Lake wos donated 
to the Parks Department by Idaho 
Power, but no water rights were at-

tached to the gift. The department 
was forced to approach DWR for ad- 
ditional minimum flow through the 
lake when much of the clear spring 
water that used to fill the lake was 
appropriated by the Army Corps of 
Engineers’ Magic Valley Hatchery 
across the, river and the Clear 
Springs Trout Company hatchery. 

Most of the water Uiat now flows 
into the lake is effluent from the 
Clear Springs hatchery. A small 
stream, 'mostly excess from the di- 
version for the Corps’ hatchery run 
by the Fish and Game Deportment, 
enters about two-thirds of the way 
down the lake. 

In response to public outcry over 
low lake levels and the fish-waste 
muddied water, the lake level has 
been raised by blocking the outlet, 
said Bob Burks. Wendell resident 
and champion of Niagara Springs. 
The flow rate is the same, he said. 

"Tt looks better, but it hasn't 
changed the quality of the water," 
Burks said.

TWIN FALLS — In a case highlighting judicial 
grappling with insanity, Roy HafTnur will spend 
more than a year in mental hospitals and possibly 
never face trial Tor second-degree murder of u (10- 
year-old man last November. 

HafTncr, charged with sccund-dcgrcc murder in 
the death of Jesus Hernandez, on Monday was 
committed to spend tho next six months in the 
Slate Hospital South in Blackfuot. He's already 
spent six months in the secure medical facility a'l 
the slate ponilentiary near Boise. 

Prosecutors say HafTncr killed Hemundez with 
a 9 1/2-inch knife. Police found Hernandez in 
HafTner's rented home nt 449 .llh Avc. W. with the 
knife embedded in his chcsl. 

HafTncr, 47, called the 911 emergency number 
minutes before the alleged murder to say, "Do you 
want me to kill him ond throw him out the door 
and you could pick him up Inter’/" 

The bearded HafTncr showed no emotion ns 5th 
District .Judge Daniel Mcehl decided In give Hoffn- 
more time for treatment of diagnosed 
.schizophrenia. Idaho law allows a judge to dismiss 
chaigcs against a defendant in HafTner’s position 
if he decides the time a defendant spends in treat- 
ment makes it unjust to resume criminal proceed- 
ings. 

"Obviously, wc would resist that," said Deputy 
Prosecutor Rockne Lammers. "It is our intention 
to have the gentleman stand trial." 

•If HafTncr is still incapable of going to trial in 
six months, Lammers said the prosecutors would 
try for an involuntary, civil commitment. ' 


In a stale that has outlawed the insanity de- 
fense, HafTner’s case points out that the sanity of 
criminal defendants is still important to legal ma- 
neuvering in Idaho's criminal justice system. The 
Legislature supposedly wanted the criminal jus- 
tice system to deni with criminal defendants’ men- 
tal states ul sentencing, not during or before trial. 

Heffner isn't scheduled for trial soon because 
psychologists say he can't help his attorney. Public 
Defender Michael .J. Wood, preparu o trial defense. 
That's a separate issue from using insanity as a 
defense at trial. 

"Wc never really had a mconingful discussion in 
the Inst six, months about what happened" on the 
day of Hernandez’s dcolh, said state psychologist 
.Virgil Sterling in court testimony Monday. 

According to testimony in preliminary hearings, 
ilnffner called several people about Hernandez, 
who he wanted out of the house. The two-had. re- 
turned from a trip to a grocery store. 

Police arrived four minutes later and entered 
the house shortly after that. Holfner, talking on 
the phone, started crying. 

Officers found Hernandez in the bathroom in a 
"dying quiver,” said policeman G. H. Wells. Coro- 
ners said the knife pierced Hernandez's left lung, 
heart and liver. 

In a .June 23 report, Sterling said HolTner’s abil- 
ity to appraise legal defenses ond plan Icgoi strat- 
egy wos .severely impaired, He can't relate well U) 
his attoniey. ond his behavior in court is moder- 
ately impaired, Sterling said in the report. 

HafTner’s attempts to explain the events sur- 
rounding Hernandez’s death were incoherent and 
unintelligible, the report stated. Hc,^sought relief 
from a perception his teeth were electrically stim- 


ulating .his brain. ’ ‘ 

Ho suffers from chronic differentiated 

schizophrenia, a psychotic disorder involving gross 
distortions of reality, disturbances of language and 


Uiought, perception ond emotional reaction. 

Wood asked Sterling if HafTncr woula be 
lent to stand triol in the foreseeable future. 


"No," was tho'firm answer. "Ho docs better with'” 
medicine, he’s more comfortable, bill I don’t sec 
any competency there," Sterling said. ! 

Sterling said Haffner is being treated with Thd- 
rozino to lessen delusions and reduce reality dis- 
tortions, the Anti-dcprcssnnt drug Norpramin, ond 
0 couple other medications. 

The next step for HafTncr is Idaho Department 
of Health ond WoIfArc custody And cvAluntion. He 
will spend six months in a state hospital, where 
Henlln and Wclforc will be charged with deter- 
mining HafTner's sanity ■ ' 

The Idaho Legislature outlawed the defense of . 
insanity in tho wake of John Hinckley Jr.’s 1982^ 
acquittol of the attempted murder of President' 
Ronald Rcogan. Tho statute the Legislature out- 
lowed contained a two-cicment test: did thAlefen- 
dant know the nature and quality of the act, and if 
he did, did he know it wos wrong. 

But the Legislature's intent to change the way 
Idaho's criminol justice system handles insane 
criminal defendants didn’t remove its considera- 
tion in criminal coses. For instance, HofTner’s case 
hinges on a constitutional right to adequate coun- 
sel. 

"Yqu can’t have a competent defense if defen- 
dant himself or herself doesn't possess the mental 
capability to assist in a defense," said R. Keith

; The federal deficit is a major problem, they 
'say, but budget reductions, not lax increases, are 
:thc solution. 

! Many politicians, economists and news colum- 
iiists arc "talking about the inevitability of a tax 
increase as a 'necessary evil' to balance the bud- 


get," Farm Bureau President Tom Geary .said, 
"The problem is not too little taxes. The problem 
is overspending. Increased taxes always encour- 
aga new federal spending." 

The country is heading in the wrong direction 
with the increasing deficit and dependence on 
foreign capital investment and leaving the bur- 
den for the nation’s children, Geary said at a 
Burley press conference. "What wc would like to 
sec is a land swell to demand control of this bud- 
get and the deficit." 

As he spoke, other Farm Bureau officials were 
holding simultaneous conferences in Pocatello 
and Boise. 

While Geary, who farms southwest of Burley, 
acknowledged a tax increase is not likely now in 
Idaho, vigilance can't hurt. 


"I really haven’t heard of any politician.s 
stumping with the idea of raising taxes to help 
the Idaho economy because the economy is doing 
fine," Geary said. 

But there has been some pressure on the Idaho 
Department of Revenue and Taxation to locate 
other .roveouc sources within the current tax 
structure, Farm Bureau spokesman Mike Tracy 
said. He cited as an example an attempt to im- 
pose a sales tax on advertising ond other ser- 
vices. 

"The is.sue is not that important in this state, 
but we want our national politicians to know that 
(a tax increase to reduce the deficit) is not some- 
thing they want to do, and would actually be 
counterproductive in a recc.ssion situation,"

Commissioners ponder 911 options list

Or they could 
pick a less- sophisticated system, 


called "basic 911," costing $2,500 to 
install and $1,200 a month to oper- 
otc. 

A third option would be to buy ba- 
-sic- 911-and- thenradd' fenturcrfroni- 
the enhanced system, said Terry El- 
dridge, area manager of U.S. West 
Communications. 

"All wc know is how much money 
is available," Commissioner Marvin 
Hcmplcmon said. "That's the one 
thing we really know." 

The ballot question asks voters 
whether they want to approve a sur- 
charge of up to $1 a month on each 


of the county’s 22,981 phone cus- 
tomers to pay for a "consolidated 
emergency communication system." 

Sixty percent must vole in favor 
ofthe-mcasurc forit topass. 

The Idaho Lc^slaturc passed a 
bill this year allowing counties to 
place a user fee on telephone bills to 
pay for an emergency system, 
widch would entail a single dispatch 
command post for all county emer- 
gency calls. 

However, the Legislature did not 
specify what form the 911 system 
should take, said Myran Schicctc, 


director of the Legislative Council, 

"It’s up to the county folks to de- 
cide what to do," Schicete said. 

Hcmplcman said the county tried 
to form"a~committce Including law“ 
enforcement and city officials from 
throughout the county to determine 
the feasibility of the system. But 
when only four showed up nt the 
first meeting the study did not take 
place. 

"It’s always a flaw if you don’t 
have a good plan, but wc didn’t have 
enough time," hc'said.

Soviet books reflect glasnost in publishing

BOSTON - A display of 1,000 
Soviet books at a superpower book 
swap, featuring cverthing from 
Russian science fiction -to "Dr. 
Zhivago," represents a new chapter 
in literary glasnost, organizers said 
Thursday. 

The display, "The U.S.S.R.: Per- 
estroika and Glasnost," has dnivm 
a steady stream of browsers curi- 
ous about life and literature in the 
Soviet Umon, said Evgueny G. Sc- 
monikhin, who is traveling with the 
exhibit. 

Included arc works by Boris 
Pasternak, whose classic 'Dr: 
Zhivago,"-, was ba nned for _raany 
years in the Soviet Union. 

"For our country which was 
closed, so'to say, for a long time 
this process has a tremendous in- 
fluence on the whole population of 
the country and especially the cre- 
ative intclligcncia," Scmcnikhin 
said. ' 

Perestroiko, or -restructuring, 


refers to economic and political re- 
forms instigated by Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev. Glasnost de- 
scribes a new policy of government 
sclf-criticism and openness in ex- 
pression. 

Soviet literature still carries the 
Iron Curtain-image of propaganda- 
laden tomes and censorship, but 
glasnost has changed that, said Sc- 
mcnikhin, deputy chief of the Sovi- 
et Slate Committee for Publis'hing 
and Printing. The committee and 
the U‘.S. Information Agency are 
co-sponsors of the exchange. 

"I am in book publislung for 
about 16 years and I think that cen- 
soTsldp exists everywhere, includ 
ing the U.S., because here you have 
economic censorship. It still exists 
'(iiTtliTUSSR) but now it'sabwlutc^ 
ly incomparable with what it was 
two to three years ago," he soid.

Also, sociologists have found that areas 
wlvjre there arc many migrants sufTcr from .so- 
cial disorganization as the new arrivals strug-, 
"glcto-copc-with ncw sltuatioas, new stresses' 
and new social norms, he said.

(AP) — Mayor Pete Sferrazza 
says life in this 2-1-hour’ city where divorces are 
easy and slot machines clang in both casinos 
and supermarkets isn't ns stressful ns one re- 
searcher claims.

—married (twic«loUw-sarae-womnn).mn.vur.says_ 
the high suicide, divorce, crime and alcoholism 
rates that led to the title "may bo a mciisurc of 
release of stress," 

"I don't think it's an accurate picture of what 
life is like in Reno," Sferrazza said of the rank- 
ing 'reported in Psychology Today. "Living here, 

1 know wo have a smnll-lown environment, and 
I know it's far less stressful. " 

Cnlifomia psychologist Robert Ixivino report- 
ed in the November issue of Psychology Today 
that Reno was the nation's must stressful city 
. and Las Vegas was right behind it, compared lo 
284 other cities in the nation. 

Nevada Gov. Richord Bryan, who was Imm 
in Las Vegas, replied, without n bit of stress in 
his voice, "folks who roach that conclusion need 
some counseling themselves. " 

"People vote with their feel and tons of thou- 


sands of people have moved to Nevada because 
of its beauty and many recreational opportuni- 
ties." he saidv

appeals to people who arc having trouble in

"Even without the divorce figures, which ore 
infialcd by the presence of so many people who 
come lo Nevada just l3*mct o divorce, the two 
cities would still be highest in overall patholo- 
gy," ho said. 

Las Vegas Mayor Ron Lurie agreed that life

'I'm stressed all the time," ho, said. "I just 
work on nervous energy.

Scientists use sewer gas 
to makelinyliiamoh^ 


WASHINGTON - Scientists at 
the Naval Research Laboratory have 
turned sewer gos into diamonds. 
They say the process could eventual- 
ly have industrial applientinn.s, turn- 
ing a waste matcriol into n useful 
product. 

Diamond is the crystallino form of 
carbon. The NRL researchers ob- 
tained the carbon for their process 
from sewer gas — which is rich in . 
methane, a compound of carbon and 
hydrogen — ^nd carbon dioxide. The 
sewor gus'came from the District of 
Columbia's Blue Plains Waste Water 
Treatment Plant. 

lb make the diamonds, the sewer 
gases were passed over a glowing hot 
tungsten filament inside a chamber. 
A film of Uny diamond crystals began 
growing on a somewhat cooler sur- 
focc just below the IlIamonL The 
largest became about half a millime- 
ter wide. 

In a related cxpcrimc'ni, NRL re- 
searchers have also discovered that 
when the flame from an ordinary 
oxygcn-acetylcnc welding torch is 
played on a solid surface, a layer of 
diamonds forms. Acetylene also con- 


tains carbon. 

"Probably most welders have been 
making diamonds without knowing 
it," said James E. Butler, an NRL 
chemist, involved in both experi- 
ments;" Butlcr-said-the" heat • breaks • 
individual carbon atoms loose from 
thcirp3<''2nt molecules, allowing the 
carbon atoms to settle onto some oth- 
er surface where they automatically 
link, layer, upon layer, in the dia- 
mond configurotion. 

Butler snijl diamonds made in ci- 
ther process ore loo small* and too im- 
pure to be valuable as jewelry But 
they are still ns hard as diamonds 
formed in other ways. He said dia- 
mond films could bo deposited on 
metal surfoccs to make tools nnd 
hearings more wear-resistant, on 
glass lenses to make them scratch- 
proof. or oven onto hard computer 
disks to prevent damage if their mag- 
netic reading "heads" touch them. 

Butler said diamond is also an ex- 
cellent semiconductor and that com- 
puter chips made of diamond rather 
than silicon could operate at temper- 
atures far higher than those that dc- 
.stroy silicon chip.s.
